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REPORT  OF  PROGRESS  1959 
by  your  Selectmen 

Bridges 

In  1916  the  Town  voted  to  build  one  permanent  bridge  each 
year.   Two  had  been  built  when  World  War  I  stopped  this  program. 

Permanent  bridges — steel  beams,  decks  and  rails:  Water 
Street,  1916;  Great  Pond,  Kearsarge  Reel  Charles  Morse,  Bradford 
Center,  Gen.  Hoyt,  Durrill  and  Fair  Grounds. 

Semi-permanent — cement  abutments,  steel  stringers  and  wood 
planks :  Upper  West  Meadow  and  Cider  Mill  Bridges. 

Jewett  and  Johnson  bridges  were  rebuilt  with  pine  stringers 
and  planks  in  1959.  Three  pine  stringers  were  put  into  the  Lower 
West  Meadow  bridge  in  1959.  These  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  again 
about  1965.  There  are  also  two  small  bridges  on  the  Blaisdell 
Lake  Road. 

We  propose  to  build  three  new  permanent  bridges,  i.e.,  one 
at  Melvin  Mills,  and  two  at  Hoyt  Corner.  The  cost  of  steel  is 
expected  to  rise  materially  by  late  this  year.  The  Bement  Covered 
Bridge  could  be  costly  to  repair. 

Roads 

T.R.A. — From  Hoyt  Corner,  up  Joshua  Eaton  Hill,  by  Edith 
Lewis's  to  the  sharp  corner  near  Eldied  Keays'  will  be  hard-topped. 
It  will  take  about  three  years  to  complete  the  road  to  Moon  Corner. 

Summer  Roads  ran  over  the  budget  appropriation  by  $728.73. 
Extensive  damage  in  the  Hoyt  Corner  area  was  caused  by  the 
flood  of  October  23-25,  1959  and  cost  $939.53  for  labor.  If  State 
equipment  had  not  been  "on  the  spot"  the  cost  would  have  been 
at  least  $2,500.00  .There  was  also  extensive  damage  on  Nichols 
Road  and  Forest  Street. 

Winter  Roads  also  exceeded  the  budget  appropriation  by 
$1,330.41.  The  cause  for  this  was  the  extremely  icy  condition 
throughout  much  of  January  and  February,  1959.  Continued  low 
temperatures  greatly  delayed  the  action  of  salt  or  calcium  on  the 
ice.  Salting  and  sanding  are  much  more  expensive  than  plowing 
snow. 
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On  the  brighter  side  -  for  the  first  time  in  twenty-five  years 
the  Highway  General  Fund  ran  under  the  budget  appropriation, 
and  had  an  unexpended  balance  of  $131.71.  There  are  four  new 
tires  on  the  grader  and  six  new  tires  on  the  trucks.  The  equipment 
has  been  well  cared  for. 

There  are  several  back  roads  that  have  been  closed  by  the 
Town  which  ought  to  be  re-opened.  Some  would  give  access  to 
locations  for  possible  summer  cottages,  thereby  adding  to  the 
overall  valuation.  These  roads  would  also  be  of  great  value  in 
case  of  forest  fires. 


Cemeteries 

The  balance  of  the  special  fund  raised  in  1958  was  laid  out  in 
Pleasant  Hill  to  fill  in  sunken  graves  and  paths. 

For  the  first  time  in  thirty-five  years  landscaping  has  been 
done  in  Sunny  Plain  Cemetery.  Caldwell  Greenhouses  set  out 
eight  blocks  of  a  variety  of  shrubs,  also  shrubs  were  planted  by  the 
entrance  sign.  More  will  be  set  out  in  1960,  including  some  blue 
spruce.  The  money  for  this  purpose  was  left  to  the  town  in  trust 
by  Carrie  Colby  Trow  and  Willie  S.  Trow.  The  express  purpose  of 
this  trust  fund  was  to  be  the  installation  of  a  water  system  in  the 
Sunny  Plain  Cemetery  and  the  interest  from  the  remaining  balance 
after  the  installation  of  the  water  system  to  be  used  for  the  upkeep 
of  the  water  system  and  the  "beautification"  of  the  cemetery. 

Miscellaneous 

$1,500.00  has  recently  been  received  from  the  Public  Service 
Company  of  New  Hampshire  —  their  share  of  the  expense  of 
fighting  the  Guild  Hill  fire,  May  8,  1957. 

Because  of  the  wide-spread  interest  of  townspeople  in  the 
proposed  new  road,  we  have  again  used  the  aerial  view  of  the  town 
for  the  cover  on  this  year's  report.  The  proposed  routes  of  this 
"by-pass"  may  be  traced  on  this  aerial  view  and  will  give  you  a 
clearer  picture  of  the  Toute  it  may  take.  We  all  know  that  Bradford 
Village  will  be  by-passed.  Damage  is  being  done  to  both  Bradford 
and  Newbury  by  this  "Watch  and  Wait  Period."  IT  IS  TIME

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REPORT  OF 
PLANNING  AND  DEVELOPMENT  BOARD 

A  recreation  of  all  of  the  activities  and  discussions  of  the 
Planning  Board  during  the  past  year  is  necessarily  prohibited  by 
the  allotted  length  of  this  report.  Included  below  however,  are  a  few 
of  the  highlights,  so  to  speak,  of  our  operations  during  the  past  year. 

Because  of  the  affects  that  the  Bradford  103  by-pass  will  have 
on  the  town,  we  feel  that  our  examination  and  study  of  this  new 
road  proposal  has  been  our  most  important  work.  We  feel  that  we 
have  aired  most  of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  both  pro- 
posed routes  as  presented  by  the  State  Highway  Department  at 
the  informational  meeting  held  at  the  town  hall  on  November  24, 
1959.  It  is  the  Planning  Board's  opinion  that  the  lower  Lake  Todd 
or  eastern  route  is  by  far  the  best  for  the  town.  It  is  this  route 
which  will  best  SERVE  Bradford. 

Many  towns  in  the  state  having  large  numbers  of  summer 
residents  hold  what  is  generally  called  courtesy  summer  town 
meetings.  Such  meetings  have  no  legal  affect  upon  the  workings  of 
a  town.  The  Planning  Board  does  feel  that  such  a  meeting  in  Brad- 
ford would  afford  our  summer  people  the  opportunity  to  air 
complaints,  contribute  suggestions,  and  gather  information  about 
our  community.  We  on  the  Board  suggest  such  a  meeting  with  the 
knowledge  that  approximately  48%  of  Bradford's  taxable  property 
is  held  by  our  summer  guests.  Merely  from  a  sense  of  fairness  we 
ought  to  let  them  speak  their  minds  about  town  affairs  which  they 
feel  affect  them. 

The  Planning  Board  has  also  discussed  physical  improve- 
ments, safety  measures,  zoning  laws,  and  inducement  of  small 
businesses  into  town.  Because  we  have  not  studied  these  issues 
thoroughly,  we  have  not  reached  any  concrete  conclusions  about 
them  as  to  being  benefits  to  Bradford.  Each  of  these  topics  does 
exemplify  what  we  will  be  working  on  and  discussing  this  coming 
year  in  hopes  of  being  able  to  present  a  betterment  for  our  com- 
munity. 

Finally,  the  Board  is  an  instrument  of  the  people  working  for 
a  better  Bradford.  We  need  food  for  thought  and  sincerely  welcome 
any  ideas  you  may  have  for  us.  We  will  make  every  effort  to  study 
such  proposals  completely  and  reach  conclusions  that  will  make 
our  town  a  better  place  in  which  to  live.

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PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 


The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  standpoint. 
New  Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation.  Fewer  acres 
were  burned,  suppression  costs  were  substantially  reduced  and 
damage  to  woodlands  held  to  a  minimum.  The  record  resulted  from 
a  combination  of  favorable  weather  conditions,  an  alert  warden 
service  and  a  cooperating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing  note : 
58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by  careless 

smokers  and  debris  burners. 
10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  children. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent-minded 
individuals  and  failure  of  parents  to  properly  supervise  children 
and  keep  matches  out  of  their  reach,  annually  cause  these  un- 
necessary fires  which  cost  large  sums  to  extinguish  and  cause 
extensive  damage.  The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  fires 
would  radically  change  this  picture.    The  rules  are  simple  — 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local 
forest  fire  warden  —  the  law  requires. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving 
it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes 
from  moving  vehicles  —  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  Use  your  town  dump  and 
save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  per- 
sonal and  financial.

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There  has  been  one  change  in  the  teaching  staff  and  a  re- 
arrangement of  the  staff  which  has  worked  out  very  well  to  date. 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Norton  returned  to  Hillsboro  after  spending  one  year 
in  Bradford.  Mrs.  Eunice  Willgeroth  was  moved  to  the  middle 
grade  room  and  Mr.James  Connor  was  employed  as  teacher  of  the 
upper  grade  room.  Mr.  Connor  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  and  has  had  experience  in  the  business  field.  He 
has  made  an  excellent  start  and  should  develop  into  an  outstanding 
teacher. 

There  is  still  some  activity  in  the  cooperative  school  program, 
but  the  movement  has  lost  some  of  its  momentum  since  Sunapee 
dropped  out  of  the  study.  This  was  unfortunate  because  Sunapee 
was  one  of  the  key  towns  in  the  study  and  their  children  could 
have  gained  so  much  by  a  consolidation.  Sutton,  which  voted 
against  the  program,  still  has  people  participating  in  the  study. 

Cooperative  schools  take  a  long  time  to  become  accepted,  and 
they  have  been  especially  slow  to  gain  headway  in  New  Hampshire. 
Somewhat  the  same  problem  was  found  when  the  town  consoli- 
dated the  many  small  schools  within  the  town  limits.  I  am  sure 
there  must  have  been  many  school  districts  in  Bradford.  I  know 
that  Hopkinton  at  one  time  had  as  many  as  twenty-seven  school 
districts.  I  know  that  none  of  these  schools  were  closed  without 
a  struggle. 

No  matter  what  happens  the  people  who  worked  on  the  study 
will  not  have  wasted  their  time.  I  must  add  that  a  tremendous 
amount  of  work  was  done  by  a  fairly  large  number  of  people.  As  a 
result  these  people  have  a  much  better  idea  than  formerly  of  what 
a  good  high  school  program  consists.  With  a  better  understanding, 
better  schools  will  result,  which  is  what  we  are  all  striving  for. 

I  enjoy  the  Bradford  children  and  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to 
work  with  the  Teachers,  School  Board  and  the  Towns  People 
of  Bradford.
